Y Lords of Council and Seflion, unto vour Lordſhips humbly means 
and ſhews, your Servitor William Home of Linthill, that where 
your Lordſhips by your Delivezance of the 22. Fully inſtant, have 
found me Lyable to Compt for the Price of Tiends intrometted 
with by me, ſince the Date of my Fathers Back-bond, and in time 
coming, and did nominat my Lord Aberuchle Auditor ggand ap- 


pointed Wedderburn to enat himſelf to pay what ſhall be found due in the Event. 
I havenot been in uſe to Reclaim, but now I am neceflitat to do it; and Ido 


profeſs in all ſincerity, that I would have reckoned my ſelf more happy never to 
have Commenced my Claim, which your Lordſhips have found juſt, than to 


Gobiidged to enter into a Compt and Reckoning with Wedderburn : if my Regreſs 


and Acceſs to my Warrandice Lands, ſhould be underſtood to be Suſpended till the 
Event of that Compt and Reckoning, nay, I had better yet deſert my Right, and 
loſs all my Expences I have beſtowed during theſe 9. Years Proceſs cloſely aplyed. 

A Compt and Reckoning is lightly ſpoke of in the beginning, for Wedderburn 
tells your Lord(hips he will inſtantly Compt and Reckon, and clear all, but when 
your Lordſhips retle& how long I have depended, & notwithſtanding of yourLord- 
Jhips great diſpatch and Juſtice, and how often Wadderburn has reclaimed againft 
every Point determined ; and that all the queſtions betwixt us are in jure : you 
will never believe, that a Compt and Reckoning can be ſpeedily diſpatched, con- 
fidering that the ſubje of it is not ſingly my Intromiffions, but my Dedutions 
by publick Burdens which I heve always payed, beſide the ſhort comings.

| Robert Dickſon in whoſe perſon the Eſtate ofWedderburn was,conveyed asTruſtee for 

the whole Creditors,and who accordingly diſponed to them Parcells of Wedderburn; 

Eſtate for their payment, whereof Sr. Lawrance Scor having acquired a Part, he got 

two Appryſings for his ſecurity, one at the inſtance of Spot/2vood, and the other at

Harviſtouns inſtance, and accordingly Sir Laurence Scot and Harviſtouns Names are 
only filled up in the Back-bond, ſo that unleſs Wedderbirn did produce a ſpecial 
Right from them, I can not be oblidged to Comp to him. 
2. Your Lordſhip; did believe that I was ſufficiently gratified and ſecured in the 
Event of the Compt and Reckoning, by Wedderburns enatting himlelf to pay what 
ſhall be found due. Burt your Lordſhips would be Informed, that the Rightsof the
